Carrots In Orange 
And Wine Sauce Is 
Gourmet's Dish 


Here is a recipe in which three 
products of the farm — the farms 
of southeastern Tulare county — 
can be combined in an unusual 
way to provide a real gourmet’s 
touch to the menu.

SAUCE 
(Serves 4 or 5) 


1% pounds carrots 

2 teaspoons cornstarch 

1 tablespoon sugar 

Dash of salt

¥ cup orange juice 

1 teaspoon grated orange rind 

2 tablespoons butter or 

margarine 

Wash and scrape carrots. If 
small leave whole; if large, cut 
crosswise in halves and then 
lengthwise in strips. Cook, coy- 
ered, in boiling salted water for 
about 20 minutes, or just until 
tender. Drain. Mix cornstarch, 
sugar and salt; gradually add wine 
and orange juice, stirring until 
smooth; add orange rind and but- 
ter.

Of Wool Garments 


By Clara E. Cowgill, Home Advisor 

Sun, air, brushing, laundering, 
dry cleaning and pressing are all 
enemies of the clothes moth. Be- 
fore putting your woolens away 
for the summer, hang them in the 
sunshine and brush thoroughly, 
not forgetting seamg and pockets. 
If soiled, launder them, or have 
them dry cleaned if they are not 
washable, 

But even with this care, moths 
may get into the woolens if they 
are not properly stored. They 
should be wrapped and sealed im- 
mediately after cleaning. Put the 
clean wool articles in tightly

Tests show that a pound of 
flakes or moth balls are required 
for each 100 cubic feet of storage 
Space. About a half pound of 
flakes or balls should be used for a 
chest or trunk with a tight lid. 
Since the fumes go downwards, 
put flakes in a cloth sack, and 
place it on the upper shelf or top 
of chest or hang it high in the 
closet. Keep the storage space 
closed as much as possible.

has increased by about 40 per 
cent and value of the dollar has 
declined about 40 per cent. 

Post War Employment Reserve 
fund, set up from sales tax returns 
during World War II and amount- 
ing to $394,000,000 at the end of 
the war, has now been entirely 
used for construction work, ac- 
cording to the Porterville Sena- 
tor.
